Civilization 

Civilization is not growing spiritually 
or morally stronger.. It could not, for 
Christ. is not its foundation. It is interest- 
ing to look back less than twenty years 
and note the message of the first cartoon 
Dr, Pace drew for Tue Sunpay ScHoo. 
Times. In the issue of December 21 he 
told how he began this cartoon ministry, 
and the picture appearing in that issue was 
the 1,000th cartoon published by the Times 
on-the Sunday school lessons. The first 
one appeared December 2, 1916, and 
sketched “This World’s Civilization.” It 
showed towering skyscrapers; underneath 
the plateau. on which they stood were the 


foundations, Force, Selfishness, Privilege. 
The inscription read: “We look for a 
‘city which hath foundations, whose builder 
and maker is God.’” The World War 
was only half over when that picture was 
published. It was “the War to end war!” 
And what chaotic and hopeless years this 
world’s civilization has passed through and 
come to by now! In significant contrast 
with that cartoon of nineteen years ago 
was the .1,000th cartoon, showing a harpist 
playing on an instrument of ten strings 
(Psa, 92: 1-4; Luke 1: 46-55), and the in- 
scription: “O magnify the Lord with me, 
and let us exalt his name together.” Man 
has been exalting his own name-ever since 
Cain the murderer built the first city and 
founded our “modern” civilization. The 
spiritual descendants of Abel, not Cain, are 
magnifying and praising the Lord today, 
and rejoicing that He is coming soon to 
this earth again, to do away forever with 
this world’s civilization and build “a city 
which hath foundations.”

Mark Twain as a Geologist 


OMETIMES from unexpected quar- 
S ters shafts have been aimed at the 
modern geologist’s lavish use of mil- 
lions of years for geological processes. One 
such missile, prepared by Mark Twain and 
published in The Atlantic Monthly for 


August, 1875, though it adds nothing to 
our knowledge of ancient geological his- 
tory, certainly provides an excellent illus- 
tration of the fact that at least some geo- 
logical processes do not require long ages 
for their accomplishment. The portion of 
that article bearing upon historical geology 
follows: 


These dry details . . . give me an oppor- 
tunity of introducing one of the Missis- 
sippi’s oldest peculiarities — that of short- 
ening its length from time to time. If 
you will throw a long, pliant apple-paring 
over your shoulder, it will pretty fairly 
shape itself into an average section of the 
Mississippi River; that is, the nine or ten 
hundred miles stretching from Cairo, Illi- 
nois, southward to New’ Orleans, the same 


and begin to fret. They have everything 
we lack, and it does not seem fair! But 
God knows.all about it, and he says: “Fret 
not thyself. because of evildoers, neither 
be thou envious against the workers of 
iniquity.” A keenly discerning saint, medi- 
tating on the Thirty-seventh Psalm, notes 
that three times in this Psalm we are 
exhorted not to fret or irritate ourselves 
becausd of evildoers. “Conditions in them- 
selves do not necessarily produce fretful- 
ness, it is our attitude toward them which 
does so. ‘The chafe comes not from the 
chains, but from our restive impatience in 
wearing them.’” The Psalmist pleads with 
us to “rest in the Lord, and wait patiently 
for him: fret not thyself because of him 
who prospereth in his way, because of the 
man who bringeth wicked devices td pass.” - 
The end of the chapter tells the story: “For 
evildoers shall be cut off: but those that 
wait upon the Lord, they shall inherit the 
earth.” The beggar Lazarus seemed to 
have plenty to fret about as he lay in the 
gate of the rich man who was “clothed in 
purple and fine linen, and fared sumptuously 
every day” (Luke 16:19). But the beg- 
gar was infinitely richer than the rich man, 
and we may well hope that he did not 
fret, but that he waited patiently for the 
Lord while awaiting his eternal inheritance. 
It all depends upon which way we look. 
If we keep our eyes fixed upon the Lord 
whose riches are our riches, we cannot fret.

being wonderfully crooked, with a brief 
straight bit here and there at wide inter- 
vals. The two-hundred-mile stretch from 
Cairo northward to St. Louis: is by no 
means so crooked, that being a rocky coun- 
try which the river cannot cut much. 

The water cuts the alluvial banks of the 
“lower” river into deep horseshoe curves; 
so deep, indeed, that in some places if you 
were to get ashore at one extremity of 
the horseshoe and walk across the neck, 
half or three-quarters of a mile, you could 
sit down and rest a couple of hours while 
your steamer was coming around the long 
elbow at a speed of ten miles an hour to 
take you on board again... . 

Pray observe some of the effects of this 
ditching business. Once there was a neck 
opposite Port Hudson, Louisiana, which 
was only half a mile across, in its nar- 
rowest place. You could walk across there 
in fifteen. minutes; but if you made the 
journey around the cape on a raft, you 
traveled thirty-five miles to aecomplish -the- 
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same thing. In 1722 the river darted 
through that neck, deserted its old bed, 
and thus shortened itself thirty-five miles. 
In the same way it shortened itself twenty- 
five miles at Black Hawk Point in 1699. 
Below Red River Landing, Raccourci cut- 
off was made (forty or fifty years ago, I 
think). This shortened the river twenty- 
eight miles. In our day, if you travel 
by river from the southernmost of these 
three cut-offs to the northernmost, you 
go only seventy miles. To do the same 
thing a hundred and seventy-six years 
ago, one had to go a hundred and fifty- 
eight miles! —a shortening of eighty-eight 
miles in that trifling distance. At some 
forgotten time in the past, cut-offs were 
made above Vidalia, Louisiana; at Island 
92; at Island 84; and at Hale’s Point. 
These shortened the river, in the aggre- 
gate, seventy-seven miles, 


Since my own day on the Mississippi, 
I am informed that cut-offs have been made 
at Hurricane Island; at Island 100; at 
Napoleon, Arkansas; at Walnut Bend; and 
at Council. Bend. These shortened the 
river, in the aggregate, sixty-seven miles. 
In my own time a cut-off was made at 
American Bend, which shortened the river 
ten miles or more. 


Therefore: the Mississippi between Cairo 
and New Orleans was twelve hundred and 
fifteen miles long ‘one hundred and seventy- 
six years ago. «It was eleven hundred and 
eighty after the cut-off of 1722. It was one 
thousand and forty after the American Bend 
cut-off (some sixteen or seventeen years 
ago). It has lost sixty-seven miles since. 
Consequently its length is only nine hun- 
dred and seventy-three miles at present. 


Now if I wanted to be one of those 
ponderous scientific people and “let on” to 
prove what had occurred in the remote 
past by what had occurred in a given time 
in the recent past, or what will occur in 
the far future by what has occurred in 
late years, what an opportunity is here! 
Geology never had such a chance, nor such 
exact data to argue from! Nor “develop- 
ment of species,” either! Glacial epochs 
are great things, but they are vague — 
vague. Please observe: 


In the space of one hundred and. sev- 
enty-six years the Lower Mississippi has 
shortened itself two hundred and forty-two 
miles, That is an average of a trifle over 
one mile and a third per year. Therefore, 
any calm person, who is not blind or idiotic, 
can see that in the Old Oolitic Silurian 
Period, just a million years ago next No- 
vember, the Lower Mississippi River was 
upward of one million three hundred thou- 
sand miles long, and stuck out over the 
Gulf of Mexico like a fishing rod. And 
by the same token any person can see that 
seven hundred and forty-two years from 
now the Lower Mississippi will be only a

To the troubled and longing inquirer 
whose letter is given above the Editor 
wrote the following personal letter : 


Do you believe that Jesus Christ is the 
Son of God, and that he died for the sins 
of the whole world, including your sins? 

Do you believe that God raised him 
again from the dead? 

Will you, right now, tell God in prayer 
that you believe this? 

When you have told God this, listen to 
what God tells you: 


If thou shalt confess with thy mouth the 
“Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart 
that God hath raised him from the dead, 
thou shalt be saved (Rom. 10:9). 


Do you believe that God speaks the truth, 
or that he lies? 

If you believe God speaks the truth, then 
thank him for this word to you, spoken 
by him, and thank him that you are saved. 
Stop asking God to save you, and thank 
him that he has saved you. For — unless 
God lies and does not speak the truth — he 
has. He has given you his word for this. 

Your great mistake is that you have been 
looking for satisfaction in your heart. You 
will never find it there. Satisfaction in your 
heart does not strengthen God’s Word, it 
does not enable God to speak the truth. 
God speaks the truth, always; whether you 
are satisfied in your heart or not. And 
your salvation does not depend upon any 
satisfaction in your heart. It depends only 
on what Jesus Christ did on the cross for 
you, and upon the fact that God raised 
his Son from the dead after he had paid 
the penalty of your sins. Then your sal- 
vation depends upon what God tells you 
about this. And he tells you that, because 
of what Christ did for you on the cross, 
and because of his resurrection, you are 
saved, 

You don’t need any satisfaction what- 
soever in your heart. You do need salva- 
tion. And, God be praised, you are saved 
because of what Christ has done for you 
and because of what God has told you. 

Turn now and forever away from your 
feelings. Your feelings never can save 
you. Your feelings never can send you to 
hell. Whether your feelings are all right 
or are all wrors makes no difference at all. 
What does make all the difference is that 
Christ died for your sins, was raised again, 
you believe this, and you are saved.

The Scripture Satan Omitted 


Satan is very fond of quoting the 
Bible. He is evidently familiar with. the 
inspired Scriptures and uses them to his 
own advantage whenever he can. “For 
Satan himself is transformed into an angel 
of light,” Paul tells us (2 Cor. 11:14). 
But Satan, of vast yet not unlimited wis- 
dom, knows what Scripture to omit as well 
as what to use. 

In the Sunday school lesson treated in 
this issue of THe Sunpay ScHoot Times, 
on our Lord’s temptations (Luke 4: 1-13), 
we find Satan quoting Scripture very ear- 
nestly to the Son of God, —and also care- 
fully omitting certain Scripture. The 
Adversary’s use of Scripture in attempting 
his impossible task of defeating the Saviour 
of the world is more familiar to most Bible 
students than his shrewd omission of part 
of the very passage he was quoting. Presi- 
dent McQuilkin calls attention to this in 
the following letter: 


Some time after writing the lesson arti- 
cle on the temptation of our Lord I came 
across something that I believe your 
readers would appreciate having called to 
their attention, in case they have never 
noticed it. 

In my devotional reading of the Ninety- 
first Psalm I came to the verses about 
giving “his angels charge over thee,” to 
bear thee up “lest thou dash thy foot 
against a stone.” ‘These were the verses 
quoted by Satan in the temptation. The 
very next verse reads: ‘Thou shalt tread 
upon the lion and adder: the young lion 
and the serpent shalt thou trample under 
foot” (Psa. 91:13, American Standard 
Version). 

I wonder how Satan interpreted that 
verse! The same foot that was to be kept 
from injury (“lest thou dash thy foot 
against a stone”) was going to trample 
Satan (the serpent). 

Yet that foot is to be bruised, as prophe- 
sied in Genesis 3:15: “It shall bruise 
thy head, and thou shalt bruise his heel.” 

The final bruising of Satan under our 
feet was guaranteed by that victory over 
Satan won by our Lord in the wilderness: 
“And the God of peace shall bruise Satan 
under your feet shortly’ (Rom. 16:20). 
Had our Lord given way to Satan and mis- 
applied Psalm 91: 11, 12, then the prophecy 
of verse 13 would never have ‘been fulfilled, 
— that was the prophecy of Satan’s doom.

EAVING Istanbul ‘the night of June 
28, after a journey of a night and 
the next ‘half day, I reached Sofia, 
capital of Bulgaria. I was not able to 
visit the small Balkan State of Albania, 
but my inquiries elicited the information 
that no nobler «work was ‘there ‘being done 
than that ‘by Phineas Kennedy and ‘his 
_devoted wife, a work now seriously ‘ham- 
pered by lack of funds and.a work wholly 
worthy of confidence and practical help. 
The trip to Sofia was one of interest 
as I traveled on ‘the Simplon-Orient .ex- 
press to the heart of the Balkan peninsula 
where lies Bulgaria in ‘her nest of ‘beau- 
tiful mountains. It is the chain of Balkan 
mountains traversing Bulgaria that ~has 
given the name Balkans to all the peninsula, 


No Money for Salt or Kerosene 

Poor Bulgaria, desolate and suffering in 
the midst of scenes of such great natural 
beauty! Losing her war of 10911, when 
her effort to free Macedonia from the 
Turks was defeated ‘by the diplomacy of 
the great nations, losing again in ‘the Great 
War when she chose the losing side, she 
sees herself stripped of territory and strait- 
ened economically and the attitude of her 
people seems to be one of dumb apathy 
rather than of tempestuous revolt. In the 
villages the poor -people -often cannot 
buy salt or kerosene and they sit in dark- 
ness, actual as well as figurative. Econom- 
ically their situation is tragic, but happily 
they have a king whom they revere and 
love, and Communism is a waning rather 
than an augmenting force; so despite the 
precariousness of their existence they are 
happier than some, Religiously also, alas, the 
greater part sit in darkness, perhaps more 
firmly attached than ever to their old or- 
thodox faith because of the sense of ‘loyalty 
to the old established order, fostered -by 
the nationalistic spirit awakened here, as 
in all other parts of Europe. 

The leading Protestant missionary work 
is carried on by three denominations, in 
the order of their founding,—first, the 
Congregational, with fifty -churches and 
stations operating in southern Bulgaria; 
next, the Methodist, working in the north, 
with twenty churches; and lastly, the Bap- 
tist, with sixteen centers of evangelization. 
Both the British and Foreign and the 

’ American Bible Society are also repre- 
sented. 

On Sunday morning, June 30, I attended 
a Sunday school in the Congregational 
church, and watched the adult -classes be- 
ing taught. Being a missionary myself, 
I found an unusual ‘thrill at the sight of 
thirty to forty men, most of them gray 
haired, being taught the Bible at one side 
of the church, with as many older women 
receiving instruction at the opposite side. 
Practically none of these men were -born 
Protestant, I was told by Mr. F. It is 
his father, the Rev. V. D. Furnadyieff, 

who is head of the Theological Seminary 


Gypsies are well known for their skill 
as members of the “light fingered 
gentry.” W. Harrison Ainsworth, in 
this great English novel “Rookwood,” 
draws a dark picture of the Romany 
people; but, like many another writer 
and the Sadducees of old, he evidently 
took no account of the Scriptures nor 
the power of God. In Bulgaria last 
summer Mrs. Norton ran across this 
story of gypsy pilfering which had a 
sequel so ‘lifferent from others, It 
was only one incident — but a remark- 
able one —of Mrs. Norton’s survey of 
Southeastern Europe. This is the 
second article in her series, which will 
be continued next week. 








at Samokov, some five miles from Sofia, 
This school was founded by the London 
Bible Lands Missions at the instigation 
of Gentle Cackett. I was shown the Sun- 
day school adult lesson quarterly, compiled 
from American lesson sources including 
Tue Sunpay ScHoot Times, to which 
credit was given. In this same church, 
the First Evangelical, I was privileged to 
speak on Sunday night, Pastor S— trans- 
lating from French into Bulgarian; my 
audience of about 120 was very sympathetic 
and responsive. 

It was interesting to learn that for forty 
years this Congregational church has been 
self-supporting. I was told that the mod- 
ernistic missionaries who, alas, have ap- 
peared on this field from time to time, 
have been largely discountenanced and 
overruled. However, there are local cases 
of modernistic teaching which are yet to 
be cleared off. I was also told that cer- 
tain Protestant but unscriptural sects have 
found entrance here with their literature 
and propaganda (unfortunately, a common 
story in Europe), and their activities have 
had a most prejudicial effect upon the 
good standing which the Evangelical faith 
has enjoyed up to the present. The or- 
thodox priests are using the abuses inau- 
gurated by these sects as a means of attack 
upon all Protestantism. Up till now the 
Protestants have had great freedom; they 
can announce their meetings publicly and 
privately, and their churches are promi- 
nently situated. 


A Refuge for Outcasts 


A most interesting and unique work, and 
one which can be heartily commended to 
the prayers and gifts of American friends, 
is that of Pastor P. Minkoff, 60 Gladstone 
Street, Sofia, Bulgaria. It is the “Evan- 
gelical Gypsy Mission,” founded twelve 
years ago at Lom in the north of Bulgaria. 
There are over 100,000 gypsies in this land; 
perhaps the fact that Bulgaria is the fron- 
tier outpost of Europe explains the large 
percentage here of this outcast race who 
are constantly being pushed farther and 
farther away from the centers of civiliza- 
tion, The movement began soon after one 
gypsy stole a Bible from his employer, 





thinking it a great purse. It was that in . 
very truth, and the riches disclosed when 
he began to read it broke his heart and 
led him along a glorious pathway, begin- 
ning by the acceptance of Christ and fol- 
lowed by confession and restitution, and 
at length leading to the interesting of his 
fellow gypsies in the Gospel, which in 
turn led to the organizing of a distinctive 
mission movement on their behalf. There 
are only three Gospel centers for these 
people, one at Lom, another at Ferdinand 
where there is a church erected by some 
American friends, and here at Sofia, where, 
although there are 4,000 gypsies, their 
present place of meeting is only in a court, 
in the open air, since they and their Pastor 
Minkoff are all too poor to provide a hall 
of meeting. There are two Gospels already 
translated in the language of the gypsies. 


The Gypsy Camp 

It was my most happy privilege on Tues- 
day evening, July 2, on the eve of my deé- 
parture for Bucharest, to address a group 
of these gypsies. We had to travel five 
miles out of the city to reach their poor 
habitation, for they have been expelled 
from the city. As we neared the gypsy 
quarters droves of children rushed to meet 
us, hailing with great glee their pastor 
riding in state in a taxicab, he who usually 
arrived on foot. There in the open. air 
the meeting was held. Fully 200 gypsies, 
adults and children, in all degrees of dirt and 
raggedness and smelliness gathered as close 
around us as circumstances would permit 
and they gave an enthusiastic, if somewhat 
restless hearing, while an occasional stray 
dog or sheep would wander into the circle, 
or a hair-pulling contest would be begun 
among the children. But all in all it was 
a most attentive audience, and one gypsy 
voiced the thanks of all the others for my 
visit. These are Mohammedan gypsies, 
and there are continual conversions among 
their number, especially among the young. 
it was inspiring to hear them sing in Ro- 
mani and Bulgarian. 

As I left Bulgaria, after speaking with 
ten of the outstanding Christian workers, 
I felt—and these ten agreed—that the 
faithful Protestant churches here need a 
fresh breath of revival, or the masses never 
will be reached. One expressed his wish 
that a Keswick movement might be organ- 
ized, another that some foreign evangel- 
ist might come with a fresh message for _ 
the churches, but all agreed that a reviving 
was necessary. As I think of what the 
Belgian Gospel Mission has accomplished 
in Belgium, where the existing Protestant- 
ism had ceased to be dynamic, it has been 
in my heart many times to wish that a 
similar independent mission might be begun 
in every one of these countries. But there 
follows the doubt, “Would it now be pos- 
sible?” The nationalistic spirit is becoming 
so intense in every one of these countries, 
that it is doubtful if such .a mission insti- 
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tuted by foreigners would be tolerated. The 
organizations already on the ground find 
their position more and more precarious, 
and where there are faithful churches and 
pastors, as I am finding in all these States, 
it would seem as though the initiative of 
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revival should come through them, aided 
by the work of the Bible Societies, How 
one could wish that the latter, working 
here, could offer their Scriptures at a 
lower price!

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selection of books and pamphlets 

from your Institute,” wrote a Ken- 
tucky school teacher recently to the Bible 
Institute Colportage Association in Chi- 
cago. “The children,” she continued, “were 
very enthusiastic over the Gospels of John, 
and all of them but two read their copies 
in a very short time. So many of the 
children have read the books and have 
taken them home for their parents to read. 
The results of this endeavor have been 
many. I, the teacher, was awakened to 
the realization of my spiritual condition. 
I accepted. Christ as my holy Saviour on 
October 12 and was baptized the following 
Saturday, I am twenty-one years of age, 
and had never before realized my need of 
Jesus.. I am teaching in a one-room rural 
school, and I found, to my amazement, 
that only one of my twenty-three pupils 
attended Sunday school. I organized in 
my district. a Sunday school which now 
meets every Lord’s day at my schoolhouse. 
Nearly all of the children in the school 
attend regularly, and many of their par- 
ents.

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ing Sinners,” and a decision blank; the full 
text of the Gospel of John, with subhead- 
ings and many marked verses; and a few 
pages in the back devoted to “teaching 
concerning the fundamental doctrines in the 
Gospel of John.” (These may be had at 
4 cents, postpaid for a single copy; a hun- 
dred copies, $2.25, plus 30 cents for postage 
and packing.) 

The leaflet “Four Things That God 
Wants You to Know” gives a page of 
Scripture texts on each of the following 
points: You need to be saved; you can- 
not save yourself; Jesus has already pro- 
vided for your salvation; Jesus will enable 
you to overcome temptation, There are 
additional texts, urging the reader to make 
a decision, and a place for his signature. 
(These may be had at 10 cents a dozen, 
one hundred for 50 cents.) 

The Bible Institute Colportage Asso- 
ciation is doing a work of incalculable 
value, and it deserves the prayers and finan- 
cial support of all Christian people. The 
plans for memory work and rewards out- 
lined in this article could well be used 
in any Sunday school and even by Chris- 
tian parents in the home.

Holding Attention in Class 
By Mrs. E. P. Barrett 


HE greatest aid that I have found in 
holding attention in the class is the 

question method. Every week questions 
are prepared and given out covering the 
Scripture lesson for the next week. These 
questions are not merely historical, but in- 
quire into the present and eternal aspects 
of the lesson as well, and what these things 
mean to the class today. On the next Sun- 
day, when the lesson is taught, these ques- 
tions are answered somewhere in the 
teacher’s discussion. The following Sunday 
they are reviewed, before the regular les- 
son is taught, opportunity always being 
given for further questions and discussion. 

Every member of the class is interested 
in being able to answer every question, 
because periodically examinations are held, 
the questions being selected from the 
weekly lists. It is interesting to see the 
members of the class going over their ques- 
tions in their notebooks, filling in answers, 
and looking up Scripture. 

For Junior and Intermediate scholars 
question quarterlies were prepared on their 
lessons, which necessitated the use of the 
Bible to fill in the answers during the 
week; and by arousing some competition in 
getting correct answers, home study was 
encouraged. On Sunday the questions 
were answered and marked in class, thus 
holding the interest of the pupils as vari- 
ous phases of the lesson were explained. 

Undoubtedly the teacher must be so con- 
vinced personally of the importance of the 
lesson that the same spirit is imparted to 
the class, thus holding their attention. This 
mutual understanding can only be attained 
by adding to careful preparation the con- 
secration and prayer that bring God’s help 
and blessing upon our efforts in his service.

A tribute to one of the great Sunday school 


Apostle of Service

Tuesday, October 29, in the Wilshire 

Boulevard Christian Church, Los An- 
geles. To the deep tones of the organ a 
sweet voice sang: 


|: WAS two o'clock in the afternoon of 


When peace, like a river, attendeth my way, 

When sorrows like sea billows roll; 
Whatever my lot, Thou hast taught me to say, 

It is well, it is well with my soul. 

Every one who had known W. C, Pearce 
in life could say “Amen” to that hymn, 
knowing that it was wel with the soul 
of the man whose earthly remains lay 
there before the altar, 

Dr. W. C. Pearce, after a life of in- 
tensely active service, — active even on the 
very day he received his summons, — had 
answered the call on the night of Friday, 
October 25, at Venice, California, where 
he had spent the summer months. On 
Thursday he had gone to Upland to attend 
a District Convention. The writer had 
driven with him in the same automobile, 
being also on the program of the con- 
vention. In the car also was Dr. Roy B. 
Guild, of New York, Associate General 
Secretary of the Federal Council of 
Churches. Dr. Guild had been with Dr. 
Pearce years before in the great “Men 
and Religion” campaign, and on the way 
to Upland they reminisced about old times 
and old friends. : 

On Friday morning Dr. Pearce gave a 
splendid address. There was not, in these 
later days, the power of tone and the force 
of delivery, but the quiet voice did not 
fail to reach home to the heart, and the 
message, if lacking in fire, had no less of 
challenge and appeal. There was also that 
keen play of wit in illustrative story for 
which Dr, Pearce all his life was famous. 
That same night, having returned to Venice, 
Dr. Pearce was called Home suddenly and 
without suffering. 

On the church rostrum at the funeral, 
to speak in final tribute, were friends of 
many years’ standing, friends also of a 
few years, and friends of recent days. 
Dr. W. G. Landes, who had known Dr. 
Pearce for nearly forty years, had been 
associated with him when he was in the 
International Sunday School Association 
and Dr. Landes was Secretary of the Penn- 
sylvania State Association; later he had 
been closely associated with him in the 
World’s Sunday School Association. Dr. 
Landes quoted from Second Peter: “Add 
to your faith, virtue; and to virtue knowl- 
edge; and to knowledge temperance; and 
to temperance patience; and to patience 
godliness; and to godliness brotherly kind- 
ness; and to brotherly kindness charity.” 
“These things,” said Dr. Landes, “abounded 
in W. C. Pearce.” 

Dr. Landes spoke especially of the many 
outstanding laymen of the country, — great 
merchants, publishers, men high in busi- 
ness and finance,— whose confidence Dr. 
Pearce had won and who, because of his 
appeal, had given freely of their money 
to the forwarding of the Kingdom of 


God through the outreach of the Sunday 
school. 

Dr. Raffety of Redlands University, a 
friend of three decades, gave an example 
of Dr. Pearce’s utter devotion and the 
power of his oratory. It was at the World’s 
Sunday School Convention in Glasgow a 
few years ago. Dr. Pearce had gone to 
the convention, though already in frail 
health. He was taken ill and was confined 
to his bed in the hotel. He was too ill 
to attend the sessions, but he insisted upon 
rising from his bed to fulfill his engage- 
ment to speak on the subject, “Childhood 
the Hope of the World.” Said Dr. Raf- 
fety: “People were tired from long listen- 
ing. Many were leaving their seats. But 
at the first words from Dr. Pearce they 
paused, then sat down again, and stayed 
to listen to the end. At the conclusion of 
his address, Dr. Pearce went back to his 
hotel and to bed once more.” 

W. C. Pearce, B.A., M.A., L.H.D. (Doc- 
tor of Human Laws), citizen of the world, 
was born on a farm in Hutsonville, Ill. 
May 4, 1864. He was educated for the 
practice of law, with the prospect of a 
career in politics. He chose to give his 


life to the Sunday school cause. His 
surrender was complete and the Lord 
crowned his efforts with success. He was 


known and loved by thousands of people 
in all parts of the world. He was endowed 
with talents beyond the ordinary, and not 
one talent did he withhold from the Lord. 
The record of his achievements reads like 
the accomplishments of several men. 

He was a pioneer in Teacher Training 
— many will remember him for his work in 
this field. Many will remember him in con- 
nection with the phenomenal advance of 
organized adult Bible classes. But those 
who attended the Training School at Con- 
ference Point, Lake Geneva, Wis., will 
probably remember him most definitely as 
part of that wonderful experience. 

Few people know how much of a per- 
sonal achievement Conference Point was 
for W. C. Pearce. When the International 
Executive Committee in 1911 authorized 
the purchase of the property and the es- 
tablishment of a school in 1912, they said, 
“Go ahead, but we will accept no financial 
responsibility.” Dr. Pearce was able to 
persuade the owners of Conference Point 
to donate $29,000 of their equity. Bonds 
were floated for the balance of $44,000. 
Dr. Pearce and R. M. Weaver of Corinth, 
Miss., personally signed those bonds, and 
Dr. Pearce assumed the responsibility for 
raising the amount. He raised the money, 
added new buildings, and later enlarged 
the property by purchase of an adjoining 
estate at the cost of $30,000. When he left 
the International Association to go to the 
World’s Sunday school work he left a 
property worth more than three times the 
cost of the original purchase. He was also 


Dean of the school from 1912 up to 1919. 
His personality and spirit of devotion domi- 
_ nated. the school.

arranged later for the purchase of Training 
School property at Lake Winnipesaukee, 
N. H. 

Only those closest to him could estimate 
truly the patience, the faith, and the broth- 
erly kindness of this man. I have seen him 
many times so sorely tried that one won- 
dered that his patience did not break, yet 
I never heard his voice raised in angry 
protest or retort. His tenderness with his 
wife, so long invalided, was a marvel to 
those who knew him. 

He is survived by a son, Wilmar Trimble 
Pearce, a daughter-in-law, and one grand- 
daughter, now living in Orange, Cal. His 
body was taken East to be laid beside that 
of his wife in Trimble, Iil., near his home 
town, 

One who spoke at the funeral said, “He 
lighted many candles in the world.” There 
is a path of light around the world because 
he served in county, in state, throughout 
this continent, and in forty-six countries 
of the world.

Polish Jews 


N SEPTEMBER a conference met in 

London representing the 6,000,000 Polish 

Jews in the world, 3,500,000 of whom 
reside in Poland. Between the years 1918 
and 1934, 404,220 Jews left Poland, 153,011 
leaving in 1934, thus revealing how the 
fearful pressure on Polish Jewry grows. 
“In Poland,” says the New Statesman 
(July 27, 1935), “the Jews are subjected to 
a silerit economic persecution so severe that 
we are authoritatively told that at least 
a million never have enough to eat. The 
new race of Pharaohs have this advantage 
over the old—they are ready to let the 
Jews go without the compulsion of the 
plagues,”

The Zionist Congress 


HE Zionist Congress which met in 

Lucerne in August drew a far larger 
number of elected delegates — 460 — than 
any previous Congress. Mr. Ben-Gurion, 
a member of the Executive in Jerusalem, 
urged the settlement of a million Jewish 
families in Palestine. Dr. Ruppin pointed: 
out that the Jewish population in the coun- 
try had grown from 65,000 at the end of the 
war to 350,000, that Jewish planters owned 
three-fifths of the 250,000 dunam under 
orange cultivation, and that there were 
now about 50,000 Jews living by industry 
and handicrafts, besides 14,000 employed 
on building and public works. He also 
described the settlement of Jews from Ger- 
many, of whom 25,000 have so far been es- 
tablished in the country, and who have 
brought nearly £8,000,000 capital.

The New Zionists 

HE New Zionist Organization met in 

congress in Vienna in September, 350 
delegates representing 750,000 voters. It 
is the section of Jewry most advanced in its 
aims and claims. World Jewry, the Presi- 
dent, M. Vladimir Jabotinsky, declared 
(London Times, Sept. 9, 1935), “is living 
on the verge of the abyss.” The aim of 
the Congress (he said) was not to create 
a model enclave in Palestine, but to end 
the dispersal. All Jews must be free in 
one State. There would be no “organiza- 
tion,” no “members,” no “contributions.” 
Every Jew would be a citizen unless he 
expressly renounced his citizenship. Within 
a few years a new nationai assembly must 
be held, elected by the majority of the Jew- 
ish people. Then they would proclaim the 
“world community of Zion-Jewry,” call its 
assemblies “Parliament,” demand official 
recognition of its sovereign rights and of- 
ficial representation at Geneva and else- 
where. They would propose a ten-year 
pian for the first stage of “high Zionism” 
(the realization of the Jewish majority 
State on both sides of the Jordan) and lay 
it before ‘the’ mandatory Government. It 





would provide for the settlement of 1,500,~ 
000 Jewish immigrants, drawn from all the 
countries of the dispersal.

State Tyranny 


HE stealthy approach of State tyranny 

over the Church of Christ, probably 
destined in its early stages to be an en- 
forcement of the Papacy, it is painul to 
observe. The first approach in England is 
tentatively expressed in the most widely 
circulated of the Anglican papers. In in- 
dusirial disputes, says the Church of Eng- 
land Newspaper (July 26, 1935), “the Gov- 
ernment has again and again acted as a 
kind of super-mediator between contending 
and divergent interests. Is there looming 
up in the not too distant future the pos- 
sibility of a similar réle being played by 
the State in the matters of church disputes 
and, still more critically, in the matter of 
Reunion? The times are evil and the days 
in which we are living too critical to allow 
us to acquiesce much longer in an eccle- 
siastical complacency which takes the rent 
garment of Christ as a matter of course 
and incapable of repair. If we fail to do 
anything others outside may have to try.” 
It may not be without significance that this 
journal is the warmest of all British sup- 
porters of Buchmanism; and “Buchman- 
ism,” says the New Statesman (July 20, 
1935), “is now enjoying considerable suc- 
cess among the Nazis, and counts adherents 
among prominent figures in the Party.”

A New Tyrant 


EANWHILE the apex of church tyr- 
anny has been reached. A new Ger- 
man law, which empowers the Reich 
Minister for Church Affairs “to issue ordi- 
nances with binding iegal force,” throttles 
the Evangelical Church with a tyranny 
exceeding the Pope’s power over the Ro- 
man Communion; and this power is lodged 
in the hands of a man — Herr Kerrl — who 
has declared that “Adolph Hitler is the 
real Holy Ghost.” Nevertheless, “the at- 
tendance both in Protestant and in Catholic 
churches,” writes the Berlin Correspondent 
of the Manchester Guardian (weekly ed., 
Aug. 2, 10935), “has increased steadily. 
Those preachers who combine eloquence 
with an uncompromising attitude attract 
enormous congregations. The churches are 
often unable to hold the multitudes, so that 
the doorways and the churchyard are 

thronged during divine service.”

Approaching Worship 
HE world’s fast approaching emperor- 
worship is now “sensed” even by men 
of the world wholly ignorant of prophecy. 
When, on October 2, Signor Mussolini an- 
nounced that “twenty million Italians are 
at this moment gathered throughout Italy 


in the most gigantic demonstration which 
the history of mankind records,” the Rome 
Correspondent of the London Times (Oct. 
3, 1935) comments: “When the Duce ap- 
peared on the balcony the crowd seemed 
to rise to him as one man in thunderous 
acclamation. Shades of ancient Rome 
seemed to pass through the air over that 
immense crowd of worshipers, Deus, Deus 
tlle Menalca!” It is significant that, ex- 
actly as when Pope Pius IX announced 
the dogma of Papal Infallibility in St. 
Peters, so throughout the preceding night 
and morning, a violent thunderstorm (says 
the same correspondent) raged over Rome, 
making a whole-day demonstration impos-

AX points toward an autocracy of brittle 
earthenware encased in rigid iron. “A 
Red Bonapartism,” says Mr. W. H. Cham- 
berlin (Fortnightly Review, Sept., 1035), 
“may be the climax of the present phase of 
Red Fascism,” in Russia. The London 
Times (Aug. 7, 1935) sums up the almost 
incredible identity, “The hammer-and- 
sickle and the swastika are emblems of 
opposing creeds, each with a history of 
ruthless application. Yet the similarity is 
increasing. To see the proof being worked 
out week by week is startling. For exam- 
ple, when: General Goring declares that 
justice must be guided solely by State in- 
terests, and when Dr. Frank, Reich Com- 
missioner for Justice, states ‘the Nazi unity 
of philosophy must not be challenged by 
anyone,’ they merely echo almost to the word 
the declaration of Krylenko, Soviet Commis- 
sar for Justice, that ‘every Judge must 
remember that his decisions are intended 
to promote nothing but the prevailing policy 
of the State.’ The strange and terrible 
thing is that two nations, once so widely 
different, should have been schooled and 
driven into patterns so drably similar: con- 
taining one leader, one party, one opinion, 
one arbitrary law.”

The Lesson as a Whole 


By Robert C. McQuilkin, D.D.

Approach to the Lesson * 


ILTON’S immortal “Paradise Lost” 
M centers around the temptation and 

defeat of man by Satan in the Gar- 
den of Eden. - When he wrote “Paradise 
Regained” (in response to a friendly critic’s 
suggestion that he had written of Paradise 
lost, but had said nothing of Paradise re- 
gained), Milton sang of the scene in the 
wilderness, where man’s great adversary 
met “the second Man from heaven.” That 
first battle foreshadows the culmination of 
the conflict, and spells the doom of Satan. 
The lesson on “Jesus Prepares for His 
Work,” treats his baptism and his tempta- 
tion. No lessons, apart from Christ’s death 
and resurrection, have been studied more 
frequently by the Sunday schools of the 
world; but no study will ever exhaust the 
glory and wonder and freshness of the 
meaning of his baptism and temptation — 
the meaning to him, and to us! 


The Historical Setting 


The traditional date for Christ’s bap- 
tism is January 6, Many scholars believe 
that the more probable season is the fall 
of A. D. 26, probably six months after 
John’s ministry began. The temptation 
immediately followed the baptism.

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Verse by Verse 

Luke 3: 21.—When all the people were 
baptized. In his baptism also, our Lord 
is to be “separate from sinners” (Luke 19: 
30; John 19:41). And praying. Luke 
alone records this remarkable fact. The 
prayer must have had to do with the pour- 
ing out of the Holy Spirit, the voice of 
the Father, the equipment for his ministry. 
The heaven was opened. “Rent asunder” 
(Mark 1: 10, R. V.); a visible opening. 


Verse 22.—The Holy Ghost descended in 
a bodily shape. Seen by our Lord, and 
also by John (John 1: 32-34). Like a 
dove. The dove is a symbol for innocence, 
purity, gentleness, peace, beauty, harm- 
lessness (Matt. 10:16; Acts 24: 167 Song 
of Sol. 2:14; Psa. 68:13; cf. Heb. 7: 26). 


Upon him. It is emphasized that the dove’ 


abode upon him, indicating his complete 
and permanent filling with the Spirit (John 
1: 32, 33; Isa. 11:2). Thou art my be- 
loved Son. God the Father, God the Spirit, 
God the Son are here joined in majestic 
beauty at this great crisis. In thee I am 
well pleased. Expressing the completeness 
of the Father’s delight not only in the 
Son who was in his bosom from eternity, 
but in his Son now become man (Isa. 42: 
1; John 3: 34, 35). 
Chapter 4:1—Jesus being full of the 
Holy Ghost. Thus was he prepared for 
his temptation, and thus is the result of his 
baptism by the Spirit indicated. Into the 
wilderness. The wilderness of Judza, per- 


haps near Jericho (Mt. Quarantania, 
“Forty,” is the traditional site), 


Verse 2.—Forty days tempted of the devil. 
The temptation continued during all of 
the forty days. “Devil” means Slanderer. 


Verse 3.—And the devil said. Coming 
probably in the form of a man, or as an 
angel of light, for the climax of temptation 
(cf. Matt. 4:3). If thou be the Son of 
God. (Cf. Luke 3:22.) Command this 
stone that it be made bread. A temptation 
to use the miraculous power which came 
first at his baptism. To use it for himself 
would be contrary to all the purpose of 
the fullness of the Spirit; also he must 
bear suffering like other men (read Heb, 
2219, ISs. 43:18). 

Verse 4.—But by every word of God. 
Animals live by bread alone, but man, made © 
in the image of God, must have these out- 
ward needs subordinate to the living bread, 
the Word of God. Deuteronomy 8:2, 3, 
16 is the best commentary on this. 


Verse 5.—Taking him up into an high 
mountain, This may have been literal, and 
done supernaturally (cf. Acts 8:30, 40). 
But many honored scholars believe it was 
a vision in his spirit. Shewed unto him 
all the kingdoms of the world. Not liter- 
ally, but in a panorama visible to his spirit, 
as suggested by the next words: in a mo- 
ment of time. 


Verse 6.—All this power will I give thee. 
Christ came to regain control, for man, of 
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all the kingdoms of the world. That is 
delivered unto me, Satan is the prince of 
this world, the god of this age, with mighty 
power over the kingdoms of the earth be- 
cause of man’s sin (John 12:31; 14:30; 
16:11). 


Verse 7.—If thou therefore wilt worship 
me, all shall be thine. A temptation to 
gain his end by rejecting the way of the 
cross, the pathway of suffering (Matt. 16: 
23). One day Antichrist will accept this 
offer (John 5:43; Rev. 13:2). Seeking 
anything that is not for the glory of God 
is idolatry, and here is revealed as essen- 
tially a worship of Satan. 


Verse 8—Thou shalt worship the Lord 
thy God. Again, the Lord is taking the 
place of a man; as a man he must serve 
God only. 


Verse 9.—Brought him to Jerusalem. 
(See on v. 5.) Sct him on a pinnacle of 
the temple. Probably referring to the ele- 
vation on the tower overhanging the ravine 
of Kidron. If thou be the Son of God, 
cast thyself down. Evidently as a sign to 
the people that he was Messiah (Matt. 12: 
39). This third temptation appeals to his 
holy ambition to be received as Messiah. 


Verse 12—Thou shalt not tempt the 
Lord thy God. As a man, Jesus must not 
make trial of God; this would be unbelief, 
not faith; presumption, not a filial trust (cf. 
Deut. 6:16 with Exod. 17:7). 


Verse 13—Departed from him for a 
season. These very significant words seem 
clearly to point, not to the continued temp- 
tations he met during his ministry, but to 
the great crisis in Gethsemane (Luke 22: 
28; Matt. 16: 23; 26: 36/7). 


The Heart of the Lesson 


As our Saviour was crucified for us, 
and rose again for us, so he was baptized 
for us, and he was tempted for us. He 
who was the eternal God, one with the 
Father and the Spirit, became man; and, 
because he was perfect man, he must live 
his life in utter dependence on a power not 
his own. He must be filled with the Spirit, 
and meet and conquer Satan in the power 
of the Spirit. But the Lord Jesus was not 
only a man, he was the man, identifying 
himself with men so that he might redeem 
them, that he might deliver them from 
the power of their great enemy. At his 
baptism he was acclaimed by the Father, 
and filled with the Holy Spirit, —not 
simply for daily living (that he had had 
for thirty years), but for this great min- 
istry of redemption. How startling that 
he should turn from the Father’s voice 
to hear the voice of the Serpent. He 
came to break the power of Satan, and he 
must begin his work by meeting Satan. 
He meets him as a man, filled with the 
Spirit, depending on the Word of God, 
and winning the victory for man. For 
not only did he point the way for us to 
live out our human lives and meet 
temptation, but he became the power for 
living out that life.

Gandhi’s Fatal Worship.—Thou shalt 
worship the Lord thy God, and him only 
shalt thou serve (Golden Text). Gandhi 
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venerates the cow and holds to his religion 
which forbids the destruction of vermin. 
Of this Mr. Higginbottom says: “The 
longer I live in India the more respect I 
have for the Old Testament. The first two 
chapters of Genesis are especially rich be- 
cause in them are laid down the principles 
by which a continuing, progressive society 
may endure. Take the last part of the 
verse, ‘Let them have dominion over the 
fish of the sea, and over the fowl of the 
air,... and over every creeping thing that 
creepeth.’ India reverses this and makes 
man the subject of the animal world, and 
the consequence is that India, which might 
be the richest agricultural land on earth, 
is in abject poverty. Indian rats destroy 
ten per cent of India’s grain each year, 
some eight million tons.” Mr. Higginbot- 
tom killed 1,100 rats on five-eighths of an 
acre of wheat land with a calcium cyanide 
gun plunged into the rat holes. The mon- 
keys of India make commercial orchards 
impossible. They ruin the fruit. The wild 
pig ravages root crops so as to make the 
raising of vegetables, sweet potatoes, Irish 
potatoes, and peanuts a matter of extreme 
difficulty. Caste interferes with the use 
of manures. Without manure pastures can- 
not be kept up, and as a consequence there 
is little milk. Without milk, fruit, and 
vegetables the diet of India is so badly 
balanced as to cause malnutrition and dis- 
ease. Ho! Mr. Gandhi! Take your eyes 
off the British Government and turn them 
to your religion, the true source and cause 
of India’s poverty and misery—From The

The “IF’’-ers.—If thou be the Son of 
God. ...If thou be the Son of God (4: 3, 
9). The Devil’s diction is mostly in the 
rising inflection. He 1s not only the “Father 
of lies,” but is also the “Daddy of doubts” 
(John 8:44). The Devil is a wonderful 
“Tf-er.” This is because of his extraordi- 
nary smartness and the human race’s ex- 
traordinary dumbness. 

This human stuff of which we are made 
seems to be more easily moved by a little 
puff of doubt than by a gale of fact. Don’t 
you accept that wise saying? All right, 
come with me. 

You are at your dinner and coming along 
fine, with everything tasting pretty good. 
Then the lady at the tea cups picks up 
the dish of whatever-it-is out of which 
you have just been helped, smells it, and 
gives you a questioning look. Gastronomi- 
cally you at once begin to go up hill on 
that particular article of food. 

At the lunch counter. “Excuse me, 
waiter, is that a raisin or a fly?” “No, 
thank you, I don’t think I'll take pie. A 
team of grays [two cruellers] and a glass 
of milk.” 

You meet a man (or woman) you are 
taken with. Then one of the rising-inflec- 
tionists throws the monkey wrench into 
the wheels of your good opinion with an 
“O yeah!” and a shoulder shrug. 

In certain of our colleges the irreligious 
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professors do not work their faith-destroy- 
ing objectives by argument or polemics, 
but by innuendo and the rising inflection. 
But, oh, the utter senselessness of this faith 
destroying of the boy and girl from the 
Christian home!

Christ, 
after his baptism, spent forty days in the 
wilderness, met the same three temptations, 
and used the weapon that God’s Spirit had 
given through Moses to his people. 

Christ was tempted in his human nature ; 
but Christ was truly God as well as man, and 
so he could not sin, for sin is against God. 
Moreover, the whole "plan of redemption would 
have been uncertain, so to speak, had it been 
possible for Christ to fall. The temptations 
were as real as the hunger. The temptation 
is not sin, and the reality of the temptation 
was not affected by the fact that Christ could 
not sin. 

10. Our Lord came from the height of a 
glorious experience, when the Holy Spirit 
came upon him and he heard the voice of his 
Father, into the wilderness for the terrible 
conflict. Frequently, in our experiences, times 
of exalted spiritual experience or great suc- 
cess in Christian work are followed by periods 
of temptation and conflict with the enemy.

How the Lesson is Taught This Week 

Beginning: Satan’s Tactics. 

Discussion: Show the subtlety of Satan 
in all three of his efforts to tempt Jesus 
Christ. 

Objective: Fight the Devil with the 
“Sword of the Spirit.” 











AY, fellows, we have an opportunity 

today to study Satan in his boldest 
attempt to upset God’s plan of salvation 
through Jesus Christ his Son. It was the 
most audacious thing the Devil ever did, 
and makes us know that we may expect 
him at any time and on any occasion. 
Nothing is too sacred for his assaults; no 
situation is so delicate that he will not 
horn in. 

Satan’s tactics are well displayed in his 
effort to tempt the Lord Jesus. In the 
first place he came upon Jesus physically 
weakened by fasting forty days. Satan 
strikes at us in times of weakness — physi- 
cal weakness often; a weak and hungry 
man may be induced to do things he would 
never consent to do while he is well and 
strong. Satan cleverly timed his first prop- 
osition to be one of bread. “Command 
this stone that it be made bread’’! 

But the Devil’s first word to Jesus was 
“Tf.” “If thou be the Son of God—”’! 
And that is an important part of his strat- 
egy. That word “If” implies a doubt. It 
is very subtle. He did not baldly say, “You 
are not the Son of God.” That would 
have been untactful. Satan is a master 
tactician. So he merely says, “If.” The 
inescapable inference was: “Now of course 
you think you are the Son of God; and 
doubtless you have many good reasons for it, 
but after all are you? Is there not a doubt 
about it?” Satan knew that if he could 
start the slightest doubt in the mind of the 
Lord Jesus as to his Sonship it would un- 
dermine his great purpose and make him 
_an easier prey to the pangs of hunger: 
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Fellows, these are two of Satan’s ways 
with you. He comes in your moment of 
weakness; when you are disappointed about 
something; when you are in the dumps; 
when you are tired; when you are discour- 
aged; when you have suffered a defeat. 
Watch out for the Devil at such times, 
And he will try to fill your mind with 
doubts — especially doubts about God and 
his Word. “After all, can it be true? 
Can it really be the Word of God? Or is 
it the well-intended writings of good men 
who thought they were inspired?” These 
are the Devil’s own suggestions. Turn 
them down flat. And the best way to do 
that is shown in the first answer the Lord 
made to the Devil on that momentous oc- 
casion, Fly to the Word for safety. Jesus 
did it. He said, “It is written, That man 
shall not live by bread alone, but by every 
word of God.” Jesus was quoting from 
Deuteronomy 8: 3. Look at it. “Every 
word of God.” All of it—not just a part 
of it. Stop listening to Satan, and listen 
to God. Don’t let the Devil or his smart 
disciples do the interpreting of God’s Word 
for you. They will try to. You will meet 
these interpreters at school, at college, and 
in the market places; but do not heed them, 
for Satan is using these means and these 
agents to destroy your most priceless pos- 
session — your immortal soul. Satan failed 
in his effort to tempt Jesus Christ, and he 
knows there is no chance for him there; 
so his strategy now is to work among those 
who may believe and be saved; those who 
believe that all Jesus Christ claims to be 
is true. 

Jesus fought Satan with the Word of 

So can you. And the Devil left 
Jesus, and angels came and ministered unto 
him (Matt. 4:11), and so will they do 
for you: the Devil will leave and angels 
will come. That is a blessed experience.

PHILADELPHIA, 
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Faraway Land

HE Indians named their island, thirty 

miles off shore, “Nantucket,” which in 
their tongue meant “Faraway Land.” 
Thither I escaped from the steaming heat 
of July into a world of green and tawny 
downs with cloud-shadows drifting over 
them. 

My hospitable host was a lover of birds, 
and the day after my arrival we set forth 
to seek one that I had never yet been able 
to meet. Just before we started I saw 
a brown bird on the ground in front of 
the house which walked instead of hopping. 
It had two black tufts on its head like 
little horns and a black collar around its 
white throat. I recognized it as a horned 


lark, and when I saw that it had a white’ 


instead of a yellow stripe above its eyes, 
I knew that it was a prairie horned lark, 
our only American skylark. Once I: heard 
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one sing out of the depths of an April sky 
in northern Pennsylvania and had hardly 
met one since. 

Our road led across wide moors above 
which floated wisps of mist driven by a 
cool salt wind. We passed through great 
stretches of mealy plum, the Nantucket 
name for bear-berry, and thickets of fra- 
grant white azalea, while everywhere were 
clumps of wild indigo like little Christmas 
trees aflame with tiny golden candles. 


Once we traveled through a long stretch 
of corema or crowberry, that rare heath 
which is found in Nantucket and on the 
Plains in South Jersey and in few places 
else. 


Once a sparrow flew up from the little 
thickets of scented bay. It had a buff 
face and sharp, thin tail and sang a squeaky 
buzz of a song and by those presents we 
knew it as the sharp-tailed sparrow. 


Then our winding road led us to a long 
spit of land that ran out into a blue ocean 
that stretched away with no land between 
the shore and Portugal. On that spit there 
had been a great colony of least tern, those 
swift, silver swallows of the sea and the 
beach was pitted with little hollows which 
had once held their eggs like mottled jewels 
against the sand. My friend told us how 
a few weeks before a tern had attacked him 
when he visited the colony, and split his 
scalp with her needle-like bill, and before 
he could escape had stabbed him twenty- 
seven times on his hands and arms and head 
with rapier thrusts from her bill, too 
swiftly to be parried. 

That day a plague of herring gulls: had 
stripped the sand bar of any life, and we 
heard only the grating chirr of one or two 
tern, all that were left of the winged throng 
which had populated that beach a fortnight 
before. Among a troop of those same her- 
ring gulls at the end of the point we saw 
a great bird which showed sooty black on 
the sand among the snowy gulls, and we 
recognized a double-crested cormorant, a 
bird so rare on the island that my ffiend, 
bird expert though he was, had never seen 
one before on Nantucket. As we looked, 
the cormorant raised his black wings into 
the exact pose of a spread eagle, and then, 
as. we came closer, flapped away across 
the water like a black goose. 


Back again to the downs we went and 
followed the side of Long Lake where we 
saw a family of black duck swimming in 
the rushes. .Then we waded through a 
bog filled with young night herons, stalk- 
ing along ditches on their long, light green 
legs, and crossed a moor where milkwort 
was growing everywhere in little spires 
of rose-pink blossoms and a great flock of 
Hudsonian curlew with their long, curved 
bills were feeding. 


In our walk we must have aroused 
swarms of some high-flying insect, for sud- 
denly the air was full of a flock of laughing 
gulls with their black heads, hawking 
through the sky. 

From the gulls we motored along dusty 
lanes bordered with the heavenly blue of 
chicory until we came to the Hidden Forest. 
Suddenly from the vast open spaces of the 
moors we found ourselves in a dense wood 
where great ostrich ferns and wild sarsa- 
parilla and many-colored mushrooms grew 
in the dusk of a tiny forest. I persuaded 
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my host to try a nibble of that fiery russula 
the red-pepper mushroom, which entirely 
lived up to its name, and then we admired 
century-old beeches, two and a half feet 
through, whose trunks were scarcely three 
feet high. 


Once again out of the dusk of the wood 
we wandered across the downs. A pair 
of marsh hawks beat back and forth low 
above the bushes, the male showing his 
snowy rump patch as he flew. Then, as 
we watched them, a mottled-brown, burly 
bird with a big head flapped rapidly through 
the air ahead of us, and for the first time 
in all my years of bird study, I saw the 
short-eared owl, that owl who, like the 
snowy owl and the hawk-owl of the North, 
hunts by day. 

There is a thrill which only a bird stu- 
dent knows in the first sight of a new bird, 
and I watched with all my eyes that owl 
cross the downs. It would flap more rap- 
idly than any other of the larger owls and 
then soar for a short distance. Finally it 
began to climb the sky in airy spirals until 
it was lost to sight in the blue.

“CIN THE order of things natural, a 

sheep which could wander away from 
could also wander back to the fold. But 
it is not so with a sheep of God’s pasture. 
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Such can lose, but cannot find itself again, 
and the wanderings of this wanderer could 
only be farther and farther away. If, 
therefore, it shall be found at all, this can 
only be by a Shepherd’s going to seek it; 
else, being once lost it is forever lost.”— 
Richard Chenevix Trench. 


The word “lost,” as it occurs in the 
parables of the lost sheep, the lost coin, 
and the lost son from which our Scrip- 
ture lesson is taken, comes from the Greek 
word apollumi, a compound word, which 
carries the sense of “to destroy fully,” “to 
perish utterly,” or “to lose or waste.” It 
is used in this fifteenth chapter of Luke, 
and elsewhere throughout the ‘New Tes- 
tament, to indicate the hopeless and help- 
less condition of man apart from God. We 
find the same word translated “perish” in 
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John 3:16. Again we find it translated 
“to lose,” or “to be cast away,” in the 
verse, “For what is a man advantaged, if 
he gain the whole world, and lose himself, 
or be cast away?” (Luke 9: 25.) 
v8 

Let us not be confused or puzzled by 
the false lessons sometimes drawn from 
these three parables in Luke 15. Some 
would point out that the sheep in the 
first parable was not morally responsible 
for being lost, and that the shepherd 
searched for it “until he found it.” There- 
fore, they reason, all men who are lost 
are not morally responsible, and will 
eventually be saved. Such an implication 


is contrary to countless other Scripture 


teachings concerning those who are apart 
from God. 

Again we find some seeking to show 
that the coin was lost through no care- 
lessness of its own, but through the care- 
lessness of the woman. But we must re- 
member that a coin is an inanimate object, 
and therefore cannot show the sinner’s re- 
sponsibility. 

In the case of the lost son it has been 
argued that there is no mention of the 
‘blood of Christ or the new birth, hence, 
some say, all the sinner needs to do is 
repent, as did this lost son, and God will 
receive him with joy. 

ye 


However, to put such interpretations 
upon being lost and found in these parables 
is to wrench them from their setting. 
The Lord Jesus spoke them to a group 
of Pharisees and scribes who murmured 
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because he received sinners and associated 
with them. These three parables are obvi- 
ously intended to teach God’s concern and 
his great heart of love for even one lost 
soul, and the desperate situation of the one 
that is lost. They are not intended to 
show how God saves or the responsibility 
of the lost. These questions are ade- 
quately dealt with elsewhere. 
ve 

Perhaps we may see most clearly the 
meaning of the term “lost” as God sees 
it, when we consider what God has done 
about man’s lost condition. So desperate 
was man’s situation, and so impossible of 
human aid that God gave his only begot- 
ten Son that we “might not perish but 
have everlasting life.” Had there been 
any simpler or easier way, certainly God’s 
heart of love for the One from whom he 
had never been separated throughout eter- 
nity, and who had always perfectly satis- 
fied him and had done his will, would 
never have permitted him to send that One 
into humiliation, suffering, shame, and 
death upon the cross so that man might 
be redeemed and restored, had such an 
action not been absolutely necessary, 

That man’s condition was infinitely des- 
perate is shown by the infinite gift that 
God gave to redeem him and save him. 
Dare we put any less emphasis upon the 
word “lost” than God himself puts upon 
it in the gift of his own Son?

The Law for 
Kings governing Israel was written in a 
book by Samuel (1 Sam. 10:25). They 
were required to write and to keep by them 
a copy of the divine law. At Ceremonies 
of Inauguration they were anointed and 
crowned; they girded on the sword, and 
received a copy of God’s law. Elisha’s re- 
buke of the erring king was given to bring 
him to the place of spiritual blessing. 
Humiliations are God’s invitations to re- 
turn to himself. Pray for the opening of 
lands closed to the Gospel. 


Fri—Isaiah 6:1-8. A Prophet’s Preparation. 

PRAYER SUGGESTIONS: God prepared Isa- 
iah, as he does other servants, by a vision, 
an inward cleansing, and an enduement of 
power for their God-appointed labor. In 
vision the prophet saw God’s exaltation 
and glory; his cleansing was inward; his 
power was given to him for heavenly serv- 
ice (see 2 Pet. 1:21). Efficient ministers 
have to be qualified by the Lord. Unless 
they are thus prepared they will be easily 
dispirited, entangled by cares, and defeated 
in their work. Pray for India’s approxi- 
mately seven million Christians. 


Sat.—Psalm 119 : 9-16. 
A Young Man’s Preparation. 
PRAYER SvuGGESTIONS: God cleanses, 
illuminates, and gives life through the 
Word. It is youth’s perfect preparation for 
life and labor. Young folks begin life 
imperfect, without experience, lacking nec- 
essary forms of knowledge, and utterly 
ignorant of the character and designs of 
Satan and wicked men. They possess a 
deep thirst for information and experience. 
These features specially mark them for 
temptation. Whence shall they get true 
wisdom and prudence? Only God’s Word 
inculcates “the fear of the Lord [which] 
is the beginning of knowledge.” Youth’s 
preparation against all evil is through the 
Word, — “the holy scriptures, which are 
able to make thee wise unto salvation” (2 
Tim. 3:15). Pray for Burma. Christian- 
ity has reached one in forty-two of the 
population. 


Sun.—Romans 8 : 31-39. 
Conquerors through Christ. 
PrAyYER Succestions: “We are more 
than conquerors through him that loved 
us.” As redemption is through Christ 
Jesus, so is our victory. It is written: 
“IT can do all things through Christ which 
strengtheneth me” (Phil. 4:13). Sancti- 
fication and victory are not in “it,” but in 
“Him.” He is our all-sufficiency. Feel- 
ings are unreliable; only Christ is depend- 
able. Pray for the Victorious Life Tes- 
timony.

a Teacher Training Class? 


By a month every graduate of the 
Standard Training Course of the 
Evangelical Teacher Training Association 
received a letter calling him to service and 
offering special inducements for organizing 
and conducting classes in the Preliminary 
Training Course in his local church or 
community. 

While the Association has not yet seen 
its fifth birthday, there are already a suffi- 
cient number of these graduates in various 
parts of the country to reach thousands of 
Sunday school teachers. Many of them are 
now engaged in teaching training classes ; 
but if all would take up this work at the 
beginning of the year, there would be a 
new impetus to teacher training which 
would be of great value to the Sunday 
school. The Association hopes that pas- 
tors and superintendents who are really 
concerned for the betterment of their Bible 
schools will co-operate with these trained 
workers, if they are in their churches or 
communities, and lend them every aid and 
encouragement in getting classes started. 

The movement for teacher training has 
developed so rapidly this fall that the As- 
sociation has had to provide extra help to 
care for its work, and in anticipation of 
this forward movement at “the beginning 
of the new year, sufficient manuals have 
been printed to care for an additional en- 
rollment of ten thousand. Those desiring 
further information, should write to the 
Evangelical Teacher Training Association, 
153 Institute Place, Chicago.
